Jsva,-a fruitful and populoos country, 
still Avorishing after the Mahomedan conquest, 
presented a wide feld of agricoltural pros.

- The 
Moluccas and Celebes, all inhabited by inte. 
resting tribes of men, and spontancously 
yielding the richest productions of- the Karth, 
secrmad to combine the ready materials of a 
great and happy confederacy ; hut the vager 
avarice of mercantide monopoly viewed such 
luxuriauce with an evil eye, and repining at 
the bounties of nature, it sought only. the 
means of restricting (hem within the compass 
of itsselfish grasp. The agricultural spirit 
of Java faded uuder the commercial spirit 
of Holland, its energy and industry declining 
when. the stimulus which produced them 
was lost.® The Moluccas of old were pile 
laged of their native riches, that the spices 
of the East might be limited to two narrow 
isles, and last of all, the Celebes and other 
lands were devastated, to renew the populae 
tion which eruelty had there destroyed, and to

Such were the early establishments of the 
Dutch and although the treacheries by which 
they-strangled competition from Java to the 
markets of Japàn, may mark where the seeds 
of degeneracy were down, these were not the 
greatest crimes which have sullied the pages 
of their history. 

The first founders of slavery here, as in 


other parts of the Worid, retained for a time
